II. COMPARABILITY 


When dealing with educational statistics it is very difficult to put two or more national sta 
tistical publications side by side and begin making comparisons The difficulties are of many 
kinds; they can. however, be regarded from three main standpoints : coverage of the data 
definitions of the terms used, and classification of schools 


1. Coverage 


The question of coverage concerns alli types of data Very often it is not clearly stated in 
the publications whether the statistics cover only state schools or if certain or all types of 
private schools are included, In statistics from countries with several ethnic groups for 
instance, most African countries and territories it is important to know whether all parts 
of the population are included, i. e. European as well as African or Indian population, 


Christian as well as Moslem, all language groups and whether for certain Arab countries, both 
sexes. 


Other problems are related to special types of data. Statistics on expenditure are a difficult 
point, Usually it is only possible to study public expenditure, as official inspection of 
private schools very seldom concerns financial matters It is necessary to see that there are 
no inconsistencies due to administrative arrangements and that expenditure on education is 
included whether it originates from a Ministry of Education or from a Ministry of Agriculture 
Commerce or Health Some publications only give expenditure by the central government, omitting 
all expenditure made by provincial or local authorities. It is also important to decide what 
is to be included as expenditure on education; whether capital expenditure and expenditure on 
social facilities (e.g. school meals, textbooks school transport) be included or excluded 
the same principles must be used in all statistics compared Though these problems mentioned 
are the most important, attention must be paid also to other details: whether budgetary or 
final figures are used, whether subsidies to private schools are included, and so on A dif 


ficulty, particularly in comparisons of time series, is the effect of change of value of the 
currencies 


The comparison of the number of teachers in different countries is also a problem which needs 
special attention. In countries with developed school systems a primary school teacher has to 
pass about 12 years of schooling before obtaining a teacher's certificate. Other countries 
require only 7 or even 6 years’ schooling A comparison of the number of teachers that does not 
take this factor into account may be extremely misleading In addition it is important when 
comparing the number of teachers in primary schools. to consider such factors as the duration 
of primary education 


2. Definitions 


Diversity in the use of terms may also cause confusion. A recent questionnaire sent out by 


Unesco asked for the number of "classes" in primary education Most countries reported qu 
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correctly, their number of "class units", but a few gave the number of grades. The reason was 
that the term "class" in several countries has a double meaning of "unit of intruction" and 
"grade of instruction". Similar ambiguities exist with many other terms used in educational 
statistics. Traditionally, information on the number of schools is given in most statistical 
reports on educational statistics, though it is never exactly clear what is meant by "school" 
It might be the house in which instruction is given; it might also be several houses under 
common administration. It might refer to just one type of school (as primary school) or it might 
include all types from kindergarten up to secondary school. In view of this ambiguity some coun- 
tries have discontinued their reporting of number of schools in their statistics. Not even such 
fundamental terms as "teacher " or"student" are easily defined. Secondary teachers sometimes 
give instruction in several schools, and in countries which suffer from a shortage of primary 
teachers the latter may give instruction in two or even three different classes a day, one class 
in the morning, another in the afternoon and a third in the evening. These circumstances may give 
rise to serious double counting of teachers. The number of students (and pupils) may refer to 
all students enrolled, whether or not they are actually in attendance. On the other hand there 
may be many persons who Study, particularly at university level, without being enrolled in a 
school or institution. These are a few outstanding examples of the difficulties caused by diver- 
ging definitions used by different countries 


3. Classification 


Another problem is the classification of schools into levels and other relevant groups. In gene- 
ral, the schools are divided into three or four main groups : (1) primary; (2) secondary; which 
sometimes embraces (3) vocational or professional, and finally (4) higher education. In countries 
with exhaustive statistics additional groups are given for pre-primary education, teacher edu- 
cation, adult education and special education, although teacher education is sometimes included 
in the group of professional education or higher education. The difficulties of inter-country 
comparisons are twofold. First, there are certain difficulties due to differences in the educa- 
tional systems, e.g. the duration of primary schooling is 4 years in one country, 8 years in 
another, If this is clearly stated in the statistical material, such difficulties can usually be 
overcome by simple weighting of the data. The other difficulty is the classification used in the 
statistical presentation of the material. In one country a school of nursing is regarded as a 
secondary (professional) school, in another country as higher education. Higher primary schools 
are sometimes classed as primary, sometimes as secondary. Special schools (for mentally or phy: 
sically deficient children) are sometimes reported separately, while in other cases they are 
included with the regular primary schools. The American type of college, which goes from comple- 
tion of secondary education to a B.A. degree, is a special problem. All these problems have to 
be solved on an international level before satisfactory international comparability can be 
achieved in educational statistics 


4. International action 


Several attempts have been made to overcome the difficulties dealt with in the previous sections 
The first report of importance in this field was that prepared by Lucien March in 1928 2) oa 
presented a very extensive standardized tabulation programme, but did not enter into details of 
definitions and terminology. Some years later the International Institute of Intellectual Co ope- 
ration published a study by the Italian professor V. Castrilli in which he proposed a "minimum 
programme" of statistics on higher education and dealt at length with tabulation 62: The first 
published study to face the whole complex problem was prepared for use as a working document at 
the second Inter-American Statistical Congress in Bogota 1950 by the Brazilian G Jardim >

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In this pamphlet the question of standardization is thoroughly discussed from the point of view 
of definition of terms as well as from the point of view of classification and tabulations. The 
educational systems of all the American nations and also their statistics on educational sub- 
jects are reviewed. However, the final suggestions seem to be a little influenced by the parti 
cular statistical system of which the author is a representative. 


Finally, mention should be made of Unesco's activities in this field. Since 1947 Unesco has 
been working steadily towards the improvement of international statistics in education, and in 
1951 a thorough study (mimeographed) was prepared as a working paper for an Expert Committee on 
Standardization of Educational Statistics.(1) Together with the working paper, the Report of 
this Expert Committee (2)constitutes the basis for the continuing work within Unesco towards 
standardization of definitions, classifications and tabulation of statistics on education

"The teaching of nomadic populations in the Gao district, Sudan" (L'enseignement des nomades 
dans le Cercle de Gao, Soudan). A new feature of interest appears for the first time: "Proble”s 
of teaching as seen by teachers", Finally, a popular story "Fanta" might find a place in any 
good literary review; it is written by Mr Ba Ibrahim, member of a mission at M'Boumba (Senega!) 
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which is now engaged in the first systematic experiment in fundamental education in territories 
under French trusteeship

A set of papers in Flemish, presented at the University of Ghent at a colonial academic day 
They outline the considerations which are basic to educational policy in the Belgian Congo, 

and discuss the Ten Year Development Plan from an educational point of view: how does education 
contribute to economic progress, and what rules should be followed in the interests of the 
Congolese ? The first paper is sociological, on tribal structure, the role of the family, and 
insists that new organizations should be built on the existing foundations; the second deals 
with moral education, largely the preoccupation of mission bodies The third paper contains an 
interesting discussion on "The economic education of rural Bantu"; the author sets forth the 
main facts -- under-population, migration of men from the land to towns and mines, changing colo- 
nial policy in regard to welfare - and then discusses the main agencies, the rural school, re 
settlement schemes and co-operatives. Since the 1948 reorganization the native elementary 
school is planned to direct rural youth into several practical streams of higher primary level: 
for semi-skilled technicians, agriculturists and horticulturists, government agricultural 
workers, rural teachers, etc., each of which should be terminal The author examines how effec 
tive these measures will be for promoting the welfare of the rural communities, and warms 
against the competing interest of urban and non-native needs. The fourth paper deals with the 
training of the colonial agricultural engineer, combining as it does science with techniques and 
with: education. The final paper covers political education.

and is concerned mainly but not exclusively with primary schools. Maps and tables give details 
of the number of schoolrooms, the number of children who will benefit and the distribution of 
schools throughout the country. Federal and local authorities will participate in the plan, the 
total cost of which will be 360,000,000 bolivares.

Various components of the national economy are separately considered, 
followed by a general plan, embodying both immediate and long-range changes, for permanent 
economic and social progress, and including recommendations for educational development.

Great Britain. Scottish Education Department. Supply of Teachers, First report of the Depart 
mental Committee appointed by the Secretary of State for Scotland. Edinburg, H.M.S.0., 1951. 
20 pp. 9d 


In May 1950, a Standing Committee was appointed to investigate the existing position of, and 
future prospects for, the supply of teachers for schools and other educational establishments 
in Scotland. 


The Committee studied the position as at 1 October 1949 and assessed the extent of demand 
against possible output during the next six years. It was found that there was a deficiency of 
2,300 teachers at the beginning of the year 1949-50. The prospective future figures vary from 
year to year, reaching a maximum in 1956 when the deficiency is estimated at 3,241. 


The Committee also found that teacher shortages are unevenly distributed over the country, and 
among the various categories of the profession. The most serious shortages are in specialist 
teachers of mathematics and science, and women teachers of physical education. 


The Committee proposes to make a further and more detailed enquiry, taking into consideration 
new trends and factors occurring since the present study was made

Written for use at the primary and lower secondary level, this book introduces children to the 
science of livings things The simple chemical principles of the soil, plant and animal life 
are explained, and their application to the conditions found in the average school garden. The 
author emphasizes the value of co operative activity, and of the cultivation of a scientific 
habit of mind through observation and continual experiment 


Shepperd, Eugenia. Horas felices. Mexico, D.F., Editorial Eugenia, 1951. 128 pp. No price

This reading primer for children contains 85 lessons, using the syllabic method. In the first 
part, letters and syllables are presented gradually and in order of difficulty, as well as 
the diphthongs and the letters with a double sound. The second part is devoted to sentences, 
in which new words are introduced gradually and frequently repeated. All lessons are illus 
trated. Suggestions are made for activities in connexion with each lesson. At the end there 
is a list of children s books (ages 6 7), animal stories, poems and songs, etc., some of them 
in both Spanish and English 


Williams, C. and Newbigging, T.W. The Door is Open; an introductory English reader for African 
students. Johannesburg, Central Committee for Non European Continuation Classes, n.d- No price 
given 


A literacy primer for teaching English to urban Bantu adults. The book is cheaply produced by 
roneo and illustrated by stick figures 


The sentence method is used throughout. While the word "lesson" is not used, each page of the 
primer gives content enough for a single lesson. The teacher is advised, in notes at the end 
of the book, to plan the lesson in successive stages : oral preparation, reading the text, 
conversation and language drills, written work. The language is simplified both for vocabulary 
and for syntactical form (only the continuous present and simple present verbs are introduced 
at this stage.) Content is based largely on the occupations of the students 


The primer is designed for class use by teachers with a fair amount of skill. The teachers 
notes are extremely short, and the language and writing exercises usually provided in a text 
of this kind are absent 
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AUDIO-VISUAL AIDS 


Association for Student Teaching, Audio-visual materials in teacher education. . (29th Yearbook) 
Lock Haven, Pa., The Association, 1950. 262 pp. $ 2.00. 


This handbook groups a series of nine articles prepared by educationists covering all the 
essential aspects of audio-visual education in relation to teacher training. Part I discusses 
the function and role of audio-visual materials in teacher education programmes, Part II gives 
concrete suggestions on the production and utilization of such materials, and Part III suggests 
ways of carrying out an audio-visual programme in various types of teacher education institu 
tions. Three extremely useful annotated bibliographies are appended: 1) Sources of audio. visual 
teaching materials, 2) Selected films for teacher education, and 3) Supervision of student teach 
ing. 

It is stressed throughout the yearbook not only that audio-visual materials increase the effec- 
tiveness of teacher training programmes, but also that if teachers are expected to use audio 
visual materials, these materials must be included in their own training 


A valuable reference book alike for those concerned with organizing audio visual programmes and 
with teacher training. 


Nebraska University. The Nebraska Program of Educational Enrichment through the use of Motion 
Pictures. A preview of the final report. (Contribution to Education No. 28). Lincoln, the Uni 
versity, 1951. 56 pp. $1.00. 


This pamphlet describes a four-year experiment begun in 1946 by the University of Nebraska with 
a grant from the Carnegie Corporation, the purpose being to discover whether motion pictures 
affect learning in schools and whether they supply additional information not provided in the 
normal curriculum. 


The programme was carried out, at different stages, in 70 selected small secondary schools and 
involved a total of 16,774 pupils and 1325 teachers. Six teacher~training institutions in the 
State served as centres for their respective areas. Two subjects were chosen for experiment : 
science and social studies. Conducted with control groups in each school, continuous testing 

showed that the groups taught with motion pictures achieved better results than those who were 
not.
